THE “LINE OF DEMARCATION” between oc~ 
cupied France and the part called free is one of thé 
most interesting features of the Franco-German 
armistice agreement of June, 1940, 

Originally, it was only what its name indicates. 


But it has been developed 
ing Vichy. 

In March,, when this corres- 
pondent crossed it en route to 
Paris and got caught on his way 
out, the squeeze was on. Admiral 
Francois Darlan, Vichy’s Vice 
Premier, had not yet won the full 
confidence of the German Gov- 
ernment, which was still sulking 
over the dismissal of Pierre Laval 
on Dec. 13, The line was to all 
intent closed to the passage of 
persons, goods and money. Ger- 
man customs guards had been 
brought in to replace soldiery, 
who were both careless and cor- 
ruptible. They brought police 
dogs and began = setting land 
mines at night. 

The vary oxie’ence of the de- 
tmarcation line is a challenge to 
the French, who are an ingenl- 
ous race. Most everybody has 
his favourite combination for 
smuggling tetters.

A Few Pay With 
Their Lives 


Perhaps one in 10,000 pays with 
his life. A friend of mine, an 
army officer, father of six chil- 
dren, was brought down on the 
line near Chalon- while I was in 
jail there. Perhaps one fn 5,090 
gets a wound; we had several lads 
in the infirmary with legs or arms 
shattered by explosive bullets. 

For every person who is caught 
on the line fifty to a hundred 
get through. The penalty when 
you are caught is two to three 
weeks in jail or a fine of from 
500 .francs to whatever you hap- 
pen to have on you. For letters 
you can get anything from one to 
twenty months. 

Regardiess of whether the 
squceze is on or off, American 
oorrespondents in Vichy cannot 
get passes for the occupied 
zone, not even those among 
them who have proved their 
sympathy for Laval. Darian and 
Franco-German ‘collaboration,”" 
So Kenneth Downs of Inter- 

national News and I arranged for 
a quiet trip to Paris. In Vichy 
where there are something like 
250 agents of the ‘Gestapo, you 
don't mention . such. plans.

gate and were onto the highway 
— In occupied France. Our job 
now was to set back our watghes 
an hour, since occupied France 
is on Central European time and 
and the customs guards always 
ask the the time of their suspects. 
Our job was to reach the road 
into Montchanin before the patrol 
came back. 

We passed German 
who must have guessed that 
we had just crossed, for we 
were smeared with mud, but 
none seemed Interested In us. 
From Montchanin we took a 

branch line to Chagny. There the 
Lyon-Paris express arrived with 
only the crew on board; all of the 
passengers had been taken off rt 
Chalon-sur-Saone for “verifica- 
tion” of their passes. 

By the time we reached Paris, 
German soldiers against the 
French landscape had ceased t6 
be a novelty. Since we confined 
our conversation to French, of a 
sort, they pajd no attention to us. 
We arrived in Paris at 11 at night. 

Mr. Downs and I had come in 
together because we thought that 
we would be a comfort to each 
other if failed. But he had orders 
to get to.Syria at the earliest pus- 
sible moment. He and M. Thiriet 
got back safely across the line ut 
‘Montchanin. .I missed my clipper 
thereafter. - 

I went everywhere, or almost, 
in the nine days I stayed in Paris. 
I avoided. friends and particularly 
the American correspondents, 
thinking that they might be 
watched. It would seem that 
their movements are pretty much 
circumscribed. 

Later on, in the months I spent 
in Chalon_ prison, only one, 
George Axtlisson, of “The New 
York Time,” an old friend, was 
able to get down to see me. 


Notes On The Nazi

From Wionceau To

My hours in the cooler in Mon- 
ceau 1 will remember. [ was 
caught.

I 
knew that their envelope contain_ 
ing my effects would not be ex- 
amined until we got to Chalon- 
sur~Saone the next day. 

They would find a notebook with 
material most unflattering to them, 
an address book into which I had 
written the initials and the ad- 
dresses of a number of friends In 
the occupied zone, and a five-page 
typewritten report on things in 
general that a French friend had 
handed me at the station. Not in- 
tending to have any of this on me 
when. I crossed the line, I had not 
read this report; only later was [ 
to find. out how bad it was. ‘ 

| saw myself facing some very 
ugly charges, Worst of all, | had 
endangered . my friends” whose 
addresses were In my book. Most 
of them Were in awkward pitua- 
tions, | had. hoped to help them, 

and now, through my stupidly, t 

had handed them over to the 

Gestapo. 

The Germans came for us next 
morning at 6 in an army truck. 
We were sixteen. They were two, 
the driver and a so'dier. The en- 
velopes with our effects were with 
us in an open box. A Netherland- 
er, squeezed in next to me, sug- 
gested that he “jostle” the sold- 
ier, grab‘our envelopes. and run 
for -it in open country before 
reaching Chalen. Later I learned 
he had been caught with military 
information sewn in his necktie.

When sent on “strike” the 
twin-eng'ned ‘planes are out to 
sink submarines, not merely 
report them. They fly where 
submarines have been report- 
ed and go after them with anti- 
submarine devices and ox- 
plosives. 

On escort duty, Catalinas sup- 
ply almost. twenty-four-hour air 
protection for convoys in the dan- 
gerous sea approaches to Great 
Britain. On patrol duty Catalinas 
reduce the effectiveness of sub- 
marines. German commandery 
keep their craft submerged when 
‘planes appear. 


New Time Record 


The crew members sald that 
sinee the Catalinas have been 
operating over the Atiantic sub- 
marines have established a new 
time record for crash dives ©: 
thirty-two seconds. Some U-boats 
have dived with men on deck, 
they told, sacriNcing them in thetr 
haste.

(Hellfire Pags); At dawn next day, 
under cover of a heavy ground 
mist, our attack was renewed. 
Both the weather and the terrain 
suited the Highlandets, who form- 

the left flank. Within two 
hours. the enemy ‘was driven out 
of fortified positions at the head 
of the pass. 


“Indian troops on the right 
encountered stronger opposition, 
and.never did the pass so well de- 
serve its lurid nickname as it did 
tnat day, when it echoed inces- 
santly to.the murderous challenge 
of machine-gun fire.

American and French 
conceptions of the world 
were pictured as’ com- 
pletely opposed in a state- 
ment given to the Ameri- 
can press in Paris by 
Fernand de Brinon, re- 
presentative of the Vichy 
government in occupied 
France. 


“One conception of the world [s 
that of Great Britain, to which 
Roosevelt has subscribed.” sald 
M. de Brinon, “Another is based 
upon socialism of a national type, 
which means a new distribution of 
the wealth of the globe, The 
French Government considers that 
it is in the interests of France to 
espouse the latter conception and 
to work for its accomplishment.” 


M. de Brinon's statement was 
inspired by that of Under-Secre- 
tary of Strate Sumner Welles to a 
press conference concerning 
French policy over the defence of 
Indo-China, 
derstanding with France arose 
from a fundamental difference of 
views, and he pretested what he 
alleged owas the effort of the 
United States Government to bring 
pressure upon Fratice and to in- 
fluence her policy. 


“To understand very well’ he 
said, “that each nation must be 
guided by its own interests. Emi- 
nent American personalities have 
come out openly against the 
National Revolution. Roosevelt has 
banished Fascism, National Social- 
ism, the Spanish Falange and all 
other movements which have re- 
jected the Marxist democracy. 


“At the same time, in America 
they are taking unto themselves 
the right to forbid the French Gov- 
ernment to collaborate politically 
with Germany, and are threaten- 
ing France in the event of her dis- 
regard of these counsels, Such 
an attitude is unacceptable to the 
French peopite, which has the right 
to chouse for itself its methods of 
recovery. 


“Petain defined those methods 
when he decided to ask for en 
armistice and when he met the 
Fuehrer at Montoire. If Petain is 
of the opinion that parliamentary 
democracy has done a great deal 
of harm to France and should be 
considered (a thing of the © past, 
and if he has decided to seek every 
means of coming to an honourable 
understanding with the victor, that 
is his own business and not thal of 
Mr, Roosevelt and Mr. Welles.”

A man slipped on a 
piece of coal while at work 
and fell against some re- 
volving machinery.

Stop the machinery 

This story of amazing fortitude 
was told at the inquest at Lewis- 
ham on Hugh James Pestell, 38, 
of Bourne-way, Hayes, Kent. 

He worked at Woolwich 
Arsenal, where the accident 
eecurred,. 

After switching off the current 
he collapsed and was taken to 
hospital, where he survived for 
seventeen days. 

Dr. Abraham eald at the in- 
quest that no man could have 
been expected to survive more 
than a day after such an accl- 
dent. 

He said Pestell was one in a 
hundred and had marvellous 
vitality and bealth.

HIGH 


“The Times" publishes a graph, 
analysing British mercantile ship- 
ping losses of the past 30 months, 
and comparing these with losses 
in 1917-18, 

The graph shows that. the 
enemy has not succeeded in this 
wer in reaching the rate of ship- 
ping destruction achieved in April, 
1917, when Britain lost 550,000 
tons. 

Nevertheless, says “The Times,” 
‘he rate of des'ruction in this 
war has been about half of the 
1917 peak level of the past year. 
That level, it says, indicates a 
dangerous situation which was 
not in hand up to June. 

However, a fall in the curve, 
recently, indicates the beginning 
of an improvement.

The Contrast 


Recently Ihave read over the 
speeches which Sir Andrew Cal- 
decott made at the time of his bid- 
ding the Colony farewell and I 
was most forcibly struck by the 
contrast of the circumstances as 
they were then and as they are 
to-day. When Sir Andrew wis 
speaking not only the British’ Em- 
pire but China herself was still at 
peace, and throughout those two 
speeches there is no word or hint 
of war; to us to-day such an 
atmosphere is almost unthinkable, 
IT can only hope that a good part 
of Sir Mark Young's term of office 
will be free from that grievous 
blight. 

To turn for u moment to the 
eulogistic addresses which have 
been offered to me this morning, 
T can only say that I am modestly, 
not to say painfully, aware of the 
great discrepancy between the 
person described therein and the 
reality who stands here acknow- 
ledge them. Indeed I am reminded 
of a story told of Lord Justice 
Bowen, when a committee of 
Judges was drafting an address to 
Queen Victoria. A member oru- 
posed that the address should be- 
gin with the words ‘Conscious as 
we are of our shortcomings’ to 
which Lord Bowen — rejoined 
‘Would it not be truer to say’: 
“Conscious as we are of each 
other's shortcomings.”’ It is of 
course the exact converse of that 
story which applies in this case, 
for 1 feel most truly conscious of 
how far short I fall of the virtues 
ascribed to me in these addresses. 
But for all that, my heart is tru- 
ly glowing with thankfulness and 
pride that I should be spoken of 
in those terms; and [ cannot ade- 
quately express my gratitude to 
their authors.

+ Which are so near to my heart that 
I feel that I must commend them 
‘to your keeping. We are rightly 
proud in Hong Kong of our great 
charitable institutions, and I most 
fully agree with all that Sir An- 
drew Caldecott said on that sub- 
ject. At the-same time I have 
felt for a Jong time that there {s a 
need for organised research {nto 
and scientific study of the whole 
field of social welfare in this 
Colony, and before I went on leave 
last year I was planning the ap- 
pointment of a Standing Commis- 
sion for Social Welfare Affairs, the 
object of which would have been 
to carry on a continuous survey of - 
and research into social conditions 
in this Colony with a view to their 
steady betterment. I visualised 
that Commission not merely as 
a research body. however: It was 
to be Government's consultant on 
such matters and, should occasion 
so require, Government's stimula- 
tor and critic. Its duties 
would have been to sug- 
gest for Government's , con- 
sideration and execution polic- 
tes and programmes of a long- 
ange order in connection with 
public health, town planning, 
housing, labour conditions, educa- 
tion, and so forth. An explora- 
tory Committee was appointed but 
before it could get to work there 
came the collapse of France and 
the immediate need for intensive 
development of the whole of our 
civil defence organisation. This in 
one way or another has so. ab- 
sorbed attention that no progress 
with the proposal to set up. this 
Commission was possible: and. 
though since my return I have 
alven the question close considera- 
tion, I fear that no other conclu- 


sion can be rightly reached at the 
present time. 


A Reproach 


Nevertheless I trust that some 
day that Standing Commission will 
come into being. Governors come 
and Governors go and with each 
change there is an interregnum 
and then the period of ‘picking 
up the strings’: on the other hand, 
it is of essential importance that 
the major problems of social wel- 
fare shou'd be under continuous 
surveillance and social ills under 
continuous treatment, irrespective 
of the occupancy of Government 
House at any one time. Thai 
Hong Kong is not as up-to-date as 
we would wish in the social wel- 
fare activities which I have named 
cannot be denied. A Standing 
Commission ensuring continuity of 
study and remedial action would, 
I am _ confident, do much in time 
to relieve us of that. reproach.
